Mississauga council is ‘too old and too 
white’, say first-time candidates pushing 
for term limits and more ethnic diversity 
at City Hall. 

“Our council needs new voices and we 
need term limits,” said Sharmila Se- 
taram, candidate for Ward 1. Being of 
South Asian background, Setaram says, 
“we know 57 per cent of the Mississauga 
population identifies as racialized. When 
were talking about it from a workforce 
perspective, any successful businesses 


and you can look at the banks, for exam- 
le.” 


She points to the benefits of being “in- 
clusive” of diversity “at the very top” 
where gender, members of various eth- 
nic groups, the Indigenous and LGBT+ 
communities all play a role in decision 
making because they bring a certain per- 
spective to the table. 

“Having people with diversity of 
thought and experiences makes for bet- 
ter decisions and creativity. Our council

“Its about different 
kinds of lived experience 
along ethnic lines as well. 
You want to see mentors 
that look like yourself,” 
Setaram told Peel News 
Talk. 

Miles Roque, a Canadian 
with Filipino background, 
agrees it’s time for new 
blood at council that re- 
flects the ethnic diversity 
of the City. 

Asked if he thinks City 
Hall is too ‘white,’ Roque 
is tentative, “Sure, I guess. 
Yeah. I think it should 
have more younger indi- 
viduals.” 

As a 31 year-old, Roque 
says councillors are old, 
“compared to my age, 
yes.” As far as limiting 
councillors to a set num- 


ber of terms they can 
serve, Ward 10 Councillor 
Sue McFadden thinks it’s 
a bad idea. 

“It can be two or some- 
times three terms before a 
municipal politician truly 
understands the ins and 
outs of City Hall well 
enough to give  con- 
stituents their best,” she 
says. 

Setaram says term limits 
“doesn’t mean one term. 
You need experience un- 
derstanding mechanisms, 
the systems and I do agree 
with that but do you need 
to be on council 20 years, 
or 30 years? How do we 
also allow for that mentor- 
ship? So when people 
hear ‘term limits’ they get 
scared but we shouldn't. 
We should think of it in 
terms of innovation, re- 


newal and mentorship.” 

As for the argument vot- 
ers should have their 
choice of candidates re- 
gardless of how long 
they’ve been in office, Se- 
taram argues only 30 per 
cent or participate in mu- 
nicipal election. 

She sees a need to “edu- 
cate” people about the 
need to get out and sup- 
port “diversity” issues at 
election time. 

As far as_ specifically 
having Filipinos on coun- 
cil, Roque says it’s “not an 
issue” for him personally, 
but adds, “we should have 
fresh faces, something 
new. We have city coun- 
cillors who have been 
there a very long time and 
we should have more di- 
versity and fresh new 
faces.” 


By ‘diversity’, Roque 
says he means people like 
himself. 

“T am fresh. I am inno- 
vative. I am a first genera- 


tion Canadian.” 

It’s one of the things he 
tells Ward 1 constituents 
on the campaign trail. 

“That’s why I stress 


when I knock on doors, 
please vote on Oct. 22 to 
represent the city of Mis- 
sissauga, the ethnicity,” 
Roque said.

McFadden vows “absolutely” to return as chair of Police Board after probe 
into “vindictive” firing 


The ousted former chair 
of the Peel Regional Police 
Services Board (PSB) says 
she expects to be back in 
the role once her “vindic- 
tive” termination has been 
investigated. 

“Absolutely,” said Mis- 
sissauga Ward 10 Council- 


lor Sue McFadden. “I will 
be back in the position that 
was taken from me and I 
will sit proudly until the 
next election. I know what 
happened and that’s why I 
hired a lawyer who has re- 
iterated to me they did not 
follow policy. They did not

follow procedure and the 
complaint has gone in to 
the oversight commission.” 

McFadden is still a mem- 
ber on the board, but this 
past July, colleagues 
booted her off the chair’s 
position in a closed door 
meeting, offering no rea- 
son for the dismissal. 

She’d been in that role 
less than six months. 

Shortly after that, she re- 
leased a public statement 
blasting the “unilateral ac- 
tion taken by the Peel Po- 
lice Services Board to 
purport to remove me as 
chair of the board at its 
hastily-called special meet- 
ing.” 

“I was blindsided,” she 
said at the time. “I did not 
step down or resign the po- 
sition. I am seeking legal 
advice on whether the pur- 
ported removal was ille- 
gal.” 

Former vice-chair 
Norma Nicholson was then 
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elected the new chair. 

McFadden said the firing 
was payback “following the 
board’s decision to file a 
complaint with the in- 
tegrity commissioner that 
resulted in sanctions 
against Mississauga Coun- 
cillor Carolyn Parrish.” 

Parrish sent McFadden 
texts considered “racist 
and sexist,” comments di- 
rected at a high-ranking 
black police officer. Mc- 
Fadden shared the contro- 
versial text messages sent 
to her by Parrish, which 
led to an integrity probe, 
and suspension. 

The Integrity Commis- 
sioner investigated the 
racial insults, via text mes- 
sages, toward Ingrid 
Berkeley-Brown who is 
now the deputy chief of po- 
lice. 

Peel Region Council 
voted to bring in sensitivity 
training on sex and race- 
based biases this past sum- 


mer. 

McFadden believes the 
text controversy led to her 
removal from the chair’s 
position. 

“T know it was a vindic- 
tive move by a member of 
that board is the truth. I 
have filed a complaint 
through my lawyer with 
the oversight committee 
and is now being investi- 


gated,” McFadden told 
Peel Weekly News. 
She received support 


from Council colleague 
Ron Starr, who said there 
was a “cloud” over the fir- 
ing that needed to be 
cleared up. 

“To remove any sort of a 
cloud, there should be in- 


formation available. 
Everyone’s wondering 
what really happened 


here,” Starr told the Peel 
Weekly News. “I’m going 
to find out what course of 
action is available,” he said 
last July. 


Once resolved, McFad- 
den says she wants to put 
the incident behind her. “I 
don’t want to get into a 
personal relationship with 
a board member that obvi- 
ously orchestrated this. 
We will deal with that 
through the process and 
the process is an investiga- 
tion. There’s an oversight 
committee for boards in 
Ontario. I have no hard 
feelings towards what hap- 
pened because I’m not 
going to justify their ac- 
tions publicly. We'll move 
on.” 

The chair of the PSB 
earns $18,011 in annual 
compensation. Once the 
investigation is over, she 
says she'll put her name 
forward “when we appoint 
through the City of Missis- 
sauga.” 

She’s currently running 
for re-election in the riding 
of Ward 10. 
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Candidates throughout all three munic- 
ipalities are making their final pitches 
and meeting voters before Oct. 22’s 
municipal election.

One remaining trade irri- 
tant between the U.S and 
Canada not addressed in the 
United States, Mexico, 
Canada Agreement will ‘dis- 
appear’ after the midterm 
elections, predicts the CEO 
of Mississauga’s Board of 
Trade. 

David Wojcik says the 
steel and aluminum tariffs 
imposed on Canada last May 
were political measures 
aimed at advancing Presi- 
dent Donald Trump’s cam- 
paign promise to bring 
manufacturing jobs back to 
in the U.S. ‘rustbelt’ as a re- 
sult of “unfair” trade deals. 

“Tl make a bold predic- 
tion that we will see those 
tariffs disappear between 
Nov. 10, the day after the 
U.S. midterm election, and 
the end of the year. Those 
tariffs will disappear. They 
need to be in place (for 
now), as a sound byte,” Wo- 
jcik told Peel News Talk. 

Last May, the Trump ad- 
ministration imposed tariffs 
of 25 percent on imports of 
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steel and 10 percent on alu- 
minum from Canada, Mex- 
ico, and countries in the 
European Union. 

PM Justin Trudeau retali- 
ated by imposing levies on 
as much as $16.6 billion of 
U.S. imports sparking fears 
of a trade war with its most 
important economic part- 
ner. What followed was ne- 
gotiations aimed at 
‘updating’ the NAFTA trade 
agreement between Canada, 
the U.S. and Mexico re- 
branded as the USMCA. 

The biggest win from U.S. 
President Donald Trump’s 
perspective was gaining in- 
creased access to the Cana- 
dian dairy market on behalf 
of American farmers. The 
new pact means Canada will 
ease restrictions on its dairy 
market and allowing Ameri- 
can farmers to export about 
$560 million worth of dairy 
products north of the bor- 
der. 

That’s about 3.5 percent of 
Canada’s total $16 billion 
dairy industry and repre- 


sents a quarter per cent in- 
crease over what the scut- 
tled Trans-Pacific 
Partnership would have 
given American farmers 
anyway. 

Faced with criticism 
Canada sold out its dairy 
farmers, Trudeau promised 
to address the "anxiety" by 
compensating the industry 
and protecting the supply 
management system. "Free 
and fair trade in North 
America, a trading zone that 
accounts for more than a 
quarter of the world's econ- 
omy with seven per cent of 
its population, is in a much 
more stable place than it 
was yesterday," he said after 
the deal was struck.

A Peel Police officer and 
his canine partner were 
honored late last week with 
an award after their rescue 
of a five year-old boy in 
Brampton this past sum- 
mer.

The boy was_ subse- 
quently transported to a 
trauma centre where he 
was treated.

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Trudeau government election bill under fire as asylum 
seeker issued voter card; report

The Trudeau govern- 
ment’s proposed Elec- 
tions Canada changes are 
sparking fears of ram- 
pant voter fraud in next 
year’s federal election 
after an asylum seeker 
was issued a voter regis- 
tration card, as reported 
by the Toronto Sun. 

The asylum seeker, who 
has been in Canada only 
18 months and is not eli- 
gible to vote, was sent a 
voter registration card 
from Elections Canada. 

The letter, dated Sep. 
12, 2018, was sent to 
“Jacqueline,” a woman 
who arrived in Canada in 
spring of last year. 

It informs her she is 
“not currently registered 
to vote in federal elec- 
tions.” It goes on to urge 
her to register by Oct. 23, 
2018, stating that “regis- 
tering in advance will en- 


sure youre on the voters 
list and will save you time 
at the polls,” the Sun re- 
ported. 

Critics of the Trudeau 
government’s proposed 
Bill C-76 say it weakens 
voter integrity safeguards 
by making it easier for 
non-citizens to vote in 
the 2019 federal election. 

Once passed, Bill C-76, 
would allow voter regis- 
tration cards to quake as 
a legal form of ID at 
polling stations across 
Canada. 

A potential voter would 
not have to show any ID 
except for an Elections 
Canada voter card in 
order to cast a ballot in 
next year’s federal elec- 
tion. 

That could open the 
door to allowing asylum 
seekers, illegal border 
crossers and those whose 


refugee applications have 
been rejected, to vote in 
the next federal election. 

Among other things, 
Bill C-76 would water 
down the previous gov- 
ernment’s Fair Elections 
Act by easing safeguards 


brought in to bolster the 
integrity in our elections 
system. 

The Sun quotes opposi- 
tion Conservative MP 
Stephanie Kusie as say- 
ing, “This is incredibly 
concerning. As shadow 


minister for democratic 
institutions, I will work 
on Bill C-76 and beyond 
for the legitimacy of our 
electorate.” 

The Trudeau govern- 
ment says there’s nothing 
to be alarmed about, in- 


sisting everything is 
under control. 

The report quotes 
Nicky Cayer; spokesman 
for Liberal Minister of 
Democratic Institutions 
Karina Gould, who says, 
“Ensuring the integrity of 
our federal elections is a 
priority for our govern- 
ment. That’s why we 
have introduced legisla- 
tion that provides the 
commissioner of Canada 
Elections with new pow- 
ers to help better enforce 
our election rules, includ- 
ing against those who 
vote when they are not 
entitled to.” 

Over the last year-and- 
a-half, more than 32,000 
migrants have walked 
across the border to 
make asylum claims in 
Canada.

Barrie’s knowledge and 
enthusiasm, along with 
Bob’s talent and hard 
work, have produced a 
senior athlete who could 
be considered the best in 
the world in any sport. 

Bob has the support of 
the entire C3 Canadian 
Cross Training Club, a 
Caledon-based triathlon 
and multisport club that 
has about 160 members. 

Several club members 
will be travelling to Kona 
to offer support to Bob in 
the days leading up to the 
event.

Bob’s best time was in 
Texas this year at

11-hour clocking is possi- 
ble on a 70 year old body, 
and if anybody can do it, 
it will be Bob. 

His last few weeks have 
been spent down in Ari- 
zona at the C3 winter 
Training site. There, he 
continued to hone his fit- 
ness and prepare for the 
unrelenting heat of Kona.

Guest conductor Misha 
Rohaé studied conduct- 
ing at the University of 
Toronto between 1993

Barnum (1997-2001). 
Upon completing his 
studies, he relocated to 
the Czech Republic, 
where his early tenures 
included positions with 
the Janacek Opera in 
Brno and the Moravian 
Philharmonic Olomouc.

A local author who tested 
material from her debut 
novel earlier this year in Mis- 
sissauga has made a huge 
splash at a Toronto literary 
festival.

The novel follows main 
character Maya, and how her 
life with her new husband 
Veer is thrown into complete 
disarray when she acciden- 
tally stumbles on an ancient 
family secret. 

What begins as unwel- 
come behaviour by Veer’s 
family soon turns into some- 
thing sinister. Trapped 
within the dark walls of her 
married mansion, the secret 
begins to haunt Maya and 
draw a wedge with Veer. 

To escape the malicious 
spirits lingering in the house, 
Maya and Veer migrate to a 
distant land and start re- 
building their life amongst 
adventure and hardship. Not 
knowing that the ghosts of 
their past have followed 
them, in a race against time, 
Maya is put to a final test. 
Armed with conviction and 
courage, she sets out to face 


the dark forces that lie await. 

The book is a genre-bend- 
ing thriller about the power 
of love, sacrifice and the tire- 
less capacity of people to 
hope, strive and succeed de- 
spite impossible circum- 
stances, Mehta explained 
during the event. 

“This book talks about 
those sides of issues and 
isms, that fall within the 
shadows and silences of the 
noise- those aspects that are 
not often talked about,” she 
said. 

“In Patriarchy’s forceful 
dominance — often women 
get indoctrinated as its gate- 
keepers and vulnerable men 
surrender their personal 
lives, dreams or love in a 
show of allegiance to this 
system. 

“Across the globe, these is- 
sues and isms don’t change, 
nor are they contained 
within geographic bound- 
aries. They mutate with dif- 
ferent cultures and colours 
and are manifest in a diver- 
sity of context, circumstance, 
and behaviours according to 
the tolerance and norms of 


the place,” added Anubha 
Due to a_ tremendous 
turnout, the novel sold out at 
the book launch event. More 
copies are being printed and 
will reach bookshops across- 


the country by mid-October. 

Mehta told Peel Weekly 
News that she will continue 
to represent Canada and 
showcase her debut novel, 
on an international panel at 


Jaipur Literature Festival. 

The overwhelming  re- 
sponse to the book has also 
resulted in plans for a second 
book launch in Delhi, New 
India in Jan. 2019.

The summer is over and 
the crops are all either ripe 
in the fields or in the mar- 
kets ready to be enjoyed. 

This is the natural end of 
the earth’s growing season 
and the time of planting for 
the new year to be harvested 
next autumn. Not all plants 
are planted or grow in the 
earth during the winter. 


Some are saved as seeds 
and planted in the spring, 
but for now, we will exam- 
ine the autumn time of re- 
newal. 

When the crops are all 
harvested then the land is 
ploughed and prepared to 
plant the new crop. No 
planting goes into the earth 
before the leftovers from the 


previous crop are recycled 
through ploughing and the 
earth is replenished with 
fertilizer or animal compost. 
Now it is ready. 

So, autumn is also for us 
who are part of nature to 
start again. The year is end- 
ing in a few months and 
how are we going to renew 
ourselves. 


What are we prepared to 
recycle, release and/or re- 
plenish to prepare for the 
new? 

If we think of ourselves 
and our lifespan, we also 
have the seasons — winter 
(living and growing within); 
spring (bursting 
forth/birth); summer (our 
growth through the ages); 
autumn (our later lives and 
the change from new to a 
time of rebirth). It is nature 
and we are part of nature. 

So, where do we start? 
Examine the year just spent 
and what you have accom- 
plished. Is it what you 
want? Was it a rejuvenation 
of who you are? Where do 
you go from here? What do 
you want to harvest this 
time next year? What do 
you want for yourself? 

So often when I ask my 
students what they want for 
themselves all I hear is 
everything about everyone 
else in their lives but not 
them personally. They are 
looking at where they can 
help elsewhere but not the 
one in the mirror. 

When you start with your- 
self, you are stronger, more 
focused and clearer on how 
you can help others. When 
all you do is look outward, 


how can you expect the 
source to be at its full poten- 
tial? 

So again, where do you 
start? You start with being 
aware of what and who you 
are. Are you happy? Are you 
where you want to be? 

If the answer is no, then 
look carefully at what will 
get you where you want to 
be. This isn’t about anyone 
else but you. 

Sometimes it takes longer 
than a year, but the one step 
in the direction you want to 
be is all you need. If you 
need to re-educate yourself 
or change jobs or look at 
your relationships differ- 
ently, then do so. 

Don’t reject anything, but 
look at it carefully. They are 
in your life for a reason. Is 
the reason finished now or 
still relevant? 

Winter is a time for hiber- 
nation and germinating our 
seeds. I always talk about 
wheat to my class to express 
the difference in how we 
think and grow. 

Winter wheat is planted in 
the fall and germinates in 
the ground during winter 
and then sprouts in the 
spring. Spring wheat of 
course is planted in the 
spring. 


What is the difference? 
Winter wheat is hardier and 
heavier and made for the 
heavier breads and yeast 
products. Spring wheat, 
which is also called cake 
flour, is for tender and 
crumbly pastries and cakes. 
Each has its own qualities 
and uses. 

That is why our flour 
products are called “All Pur- 

ose Flour” or “Cake Flour” 

ecause it is a combo of 
both or just the Spring one. 

The hardier flour is 
planted in the autumn and 
germinates through the cold 
winter. The spring flour 
doesn’t have to work as hard 
to grow and survive. 

So, which are you? Do 
you plant now for long term 
growth or in the spring 
when it is easier? 

Whichever you do, plant, 
grow and produce results 
for yourself. Write it down, 
date it and put it away to 
read next year. 

Next year, take it out and 
check what you wrote this 
year and see how far you 
have come and then renew 
them for the next year. 

It is Autumn, so where do 
want to be next year at this 
time?
